DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 1 , 1 2, 1 7, 42, and 55 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct species comprising anti-infective oxidant (claim 2 and claim 57), oxidant (claim 
3), oxidizing agent (claim 13 and 21), hydrophobic polymer (claim 19), anhydrous alkali 
iodine oxide salts (claim 22), hydrogel (claim 31), proton producing agent (claim 43), 
medical device (claim 47), polymeric material (claim 54), oxidant producing compound 
(claim 56 and claim 58). Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
